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Many of us will remeniber the blizzard of '88, 
whose snows have long since melted. Few, however, 
recall the blizzard of April, 1886, though this lesser 
cosmic disturbance was a more lasting phenomenon for 
us at the R& C. Out of it emerged a child who now to 
us is "Boss". It is very doubtful that he has ever 
quite recovered from that turbulent origin. 


The event occurred in Columbus, Onio; the lucky 
parents- Dr. and Mrs. Edward Wilson. They had met 
during the Doctor's apprenticeship in Mt. Vernon. 
Although he made a guick but unwitting reputation by 
robbing a grave for an anatomy course in wnich he was 
both pupil and professor, the marriage was delayed 
because of the Doctor's ambition to improve himself. 
Having already shown the imagination and industry to 
leave the family farm in Fredonié for a career in 
medicine, he did a very unusual thing for those days- 
he came to serve as house pupil in the Long Isiand 
University Hospital. With this training, he returned to Ohio, married Miss Ida Tudor, 
and settled in Columbus «és the physician for the local insane asylum. Practice 
flourished. By 1886 the association with lunatics was no longer necessary and the 
Doctor had acquired considerable reputation as obstetrician and practitioner. 


With an older and younger brother, life could never be dull for young Philip, and 
there is little doubt as to who ruled the youth of the neighborhood. On the high 
school football team he found the usual duties of the tackle position too dull. Some- 
how he was able to convince the coach of his talents as a bell carrier (power, not 
speed) and @ tackle-around play was devised. His teammates must have been men of 
iron for he was hurled across the line of scrimmage by means of straps attached to his 
belt. It is surprising that nowhere in any of the chronicles of those days can be 
found a description and eulogy of this sure ground-gainer. 


The family usually summered at Lake Erie, but as the boys grew older, they jour- 
neyed beyond these local horizons. A venture into bananas resulted in two trips to 
Penema (1896 and 1998). Unfortunately the traffic in yellow gold wes soon monopolized 
by the United Fruit Company, and the plantetions were given up. To assuage the family 
wenderlust, the Doctor was now forced to the less exotic method of the railroad, and 
just after the turn of the century a tour of the western United States was arranged. 
The tour included pre-Fire San Francisco and the then very rew Northwest. 


As a very promising student, Philip D. entered 0.5.U. in 1904, but did not com- 
plete his sophomore year. Though his academic record was somewhat obscured by his many 
social attainments, it was an attack of Rheumatics that finelly laid him low. When the 


fever had subsided, he went to work to regain that stemina which has never left him 
Since. A short stint of manual labor ( knocking the cores from bearings) was followed 
by promotion to the front office. However, business was not much to his liking and 
at the suggestion of his father he transferred to Harvard to complete his education. 


Three years work in two left him half a course shy in credit for e degree, but 
to keep himself in cigarettes, he had worked as deaner in Dr. Castle's experimental 
laboretory, where the efiect of ingested alcohol on the inheritance of rats was being 
Studied. (The result was that alcohol had no effect. This may explain.....) P. D. 
now began to realize his genius, and advanced the proposition that he be given a half 
course credit for his work. Proposition accepted, degree granted, he entered Harverd 
Medical School in 1909. 


Medical education was not in those days what it is now and it took only three 
yearst The class of 1912, needless to say, was an outstanding one. A classmate 
by the name of Minot later went far towards tne discovery of the cause of Pernicious 
Anemia. With Phil roomed a young man by the name of Coller. It is he that is now the 
Chief of Surgery at Michigan. Phil was not left behind by his classmates. One of the 
leaders in his class, he became its president. 


P. D. then went to M.G.H. for an internship of two years in General Surgery 
(that was all the training you needed in the good old days) and then back to Columbus 
for practice. Young Dr. Wilson soon acquired a reputation as being adept ‘in Thyroid 
surgery. Older consultants could not keep him down, and when one accused him of 
leaving a sponge in an abdomen, he reopened the patient to prove himself right. He 
Showed a bent for orthopedic surgery even at this early date by fixing a fractured 
hip with a round nail. His reason was that he knew not what else to do. 


In 1915 thé young Coller and he badgered each other into joining the Harvard Unit 
under Cushing for service in France. This experience had a profound effect on him 
Since it put nim in close association with Dr. Robert B. Osgood who later drew him into 
Orthopedic Surgery. Also serving at the American Ambulance in Neuilly, a suburb of 
Paris, was a young nurse's aide, Germaine Porel. When Dr. Wilson returned to Columbus 
the nurse's aide soon followed to be introduced to the family. Despite German sub- 
marines these two made the Atlantic Ocean their home during the next three years as 
they went back and forth. They were married in Paris on July 6th, 1916. 


Dr. Wilson was persuaded, on our entrance into the Wer of 1917, to join up with 
the Navy by Dr. Greenough of Boston. Presently ne found thet he would be assigned 
to the Chelsea Naval Hospital under Greenough and immediately sought means to get 
abroad. He went to Washington to a cousin who headed tne Chicago Daily News Bureau. 
Together they went to the Navy Department where a friend was persuaded to get the 
coumission out, whereupon, by some means, Pr. Wilson was discharged from the Navy 
and immediately re-enlisted in the Army. He requested immediate service abroad, 
wes ordered to sail on a given date and report to a British casualty clearing station 
in France in the Flanders line. One hour after his departure by boat a telegram came 
ordering him to Fort Benjamin Harrison where he could easily have become merely a 
regimental surgeon. 5 
While on leave, after several months in France with the British, he ran into 
Dr. Osgood in Paris, who was casting about for a well-trained young surgeon to take 
over the study and development of an amputation method for the Army. Every surgeon 
had a different idea of points of amputation. He made a complete tour of the front 
with Dr. Baer of Baltimore and from the experience formulated a systematized treat- 
ment of amputees, including the sites of operation and the use of the bucxet crutch 
as a quick method of bringing the patient to independence by means of games, races, 
etc., and finally a standardized method of prosthesis thereafter. He returned to this 
gountry in 1918 and served for a time at Walter Reed Hospital in charge of all amputees 
there. 


After discharge he resumed practice for a few months in Columbus. He found 
things greatly changed and was in a rather discouraged mood when he had an offer from 
Dr. Osgood to become a member of his orthopedic firm in Boston. He now switched his 
interest to the treatment of fractures in particular and as many of us know all too 
well, wrote voluminously. He taught at the Harvard Medical School and was one of those 
instrumental in establishing Orthopedics as a surgical Specialty. 


On the extracurricular side, he continued to make periodic visits abroad. At 
home he developed his prowess in woodsmanship, gardening, sailing, and carpentry, 
and continued to play golf and tennis despite a singular lack of success in these two 
Sports. Sailing started with a fourteen foot catboat, progressed to 4 twenty-five 
foot schooner, a thirty-two foot ketch, a thirty-eitht foot ketch and then a fitty- 
three foot schooner and thus parallelled very well the developzient of the man him- 
self. 


On to New York City and the R. & C. in 1934. Since then the life of the hosp- 
ital has never been the same. Things have moved- sometimes to the right, sometimes 
to the left, and sometimes in circles, but never backward. Two floors were added to 
make the laboratory wing, the name was changed, new faces have appeared, but the spirit 
of the hospital has continued and become stronger than ever. 


Meanwhile Dr. Wilson has not settled down. He makes the world his home and one 
tan never be sure where he will turn up- he attends every meeting or excuse for such, 
and has numerous positions of responsibility in various organizations. He has never 
been known to turn down an invitation, whether it be to shoot Kodiac beers in Alaska, 
to catch salmon in Nova Scotia, or to go deep sea fishing in Florida. He Spends a 
great deal of time angling in streams from here to there. What's his secret? Oh, 
that's easy- sleep isn't necessary. Anyone that's tried to outlast him can bear wit- 
ness. As a bridge player- well, he's never daunted by the odds. As a driver- again, 
he's never daunted by the odds. In between times he sees patients, operates, teaches, 
and handles a vast correspondence, or rather, if you ask his Secretary, Sits constantly 
in front of a pile of unanswered letters. And last, but not least, he never misses 
a chance to trade jokes, no matter what language.

WILLIAM CHURCH OSBORN MEMORTAL
